1, In oonncction with the subject corresponding bills for the relief 
of ibr. Silliem F. Friedman of your office, this office has been directed 

ta praparo replise for the signature of the Secretary of the Army, In 
r^ponse to requests from the House CoRaaittoe on the Judiciary in the case 
of K'. K, 5728, and front) the Deputy Attorney General (based on request from 
the Senate Consnittee on iJic Judiolary) in the caae of 3* 23^3, setting 
forth the views of the Department of the Ar3*y conceraiivj said b i l l s 
togetiier with the salient facta,

2, The subject bills, copies liereWith, correspond substantially to the 
proposed bill set forth on page 9 of latter dated 21 Augutl. 19^ to iiajor 
Jaffise R* Mills, fonoer Chief of i^iis Diviaion, from Kr» Friednan'e attcmejns, 
Fischer, Hiillls and Fanaer, relating to otyptcgraphlc inventions of Mr, 
Friedoan held in secrecy, and wi^ regard to which oorrespoadenee was bad 
witli your office. 

3, In order to assist in the preparation of appropriate replies and 
the subcilssion of adequate faotual information subst^ti&tini> views 
of the Department of the Aniy pertaining to H, R, 5728 and 3. 2283, it 

is requested tiuit this office be fumisiied with the pertinent faotual 
infomiation and an eajjrossion of the viewB of your office relative to these 
bills, 

4* Considerable of the prior history of Mr, Friadtaan’s request for 
relief appears in the carresponttoncs above taentloned, the last action In 
Uie raatter bein ,2 letter fro® this office to Mr, FxriedJttan’s attorneys 
dated 31 August 1951, copy of which was sent to yo\ur office. It will be 
recalled that by letter dated 9 August 1951 this office Infonucd the 
attoxtieyE that it was contrary to the policy of the JDepartmsnt of Befeaae 
to indicate its views vd.ti* regard to the proposed Introduetion of the bill* . 

5# In order to furnish the inforaation and your views as ret^uested 
above, it will be iwoossary to o«nplete the investigation and report 
requested in our letter of 5 July 195l» The foUowing coBSients are mad# 
in this connection* 

a. FriffiJaan appUcatlcm, Serial Ko, 473,193, wiilch was under 
the « three year rula" but not under Public Law 700, has been released from 
Secrecy and on 15 Ma^' 1951 oeoarae intent -No, 2,552,548.

b« The files of this ofi'ice on this aatter, ishich Include the 
s«jrecjr order and tender files referred to in paragraj^ 2 of Igftter from 
this office dated 5 J ily 1951* are available for your Inspection* Of 
pai'ticular It^jortance in this .connection is the temJer file pertaining 
to Friedman, Serial No. 443,320, wiierein among other there is 

discussed In the correspondence the question of the respective rights of 
the Govemnent and ?i*. Friedman in the invention of the application. This 
is farticvalarlj pertinent to the question of title referred to in sub- 
parajpraph 10(b) of otir letter of 5 July 1951. With regard to this phase 
of the inventlgation, special attention should be given to consideration 
of the agreoiaent of 25 April 1936, referred to on page 5 of the letter of 
21 August 1950 frc» frledasan's attorneys ei^a, whereby, it is stated, 
Friediaaa agreed tkhat upon i*cques t of the Chief Signal Officer he -would 
make a complete assignment to the United States of any invention tlaireaf ter 
made by him, -that no such request had been made with respect to any of 
Friedman's iiavaations involved in the present sitiiation, and that in all 
such invwitlons mde by Friedman subsequent to 25 April 1936, vr. Friodnan 
iias been allowed to retain rights under the provisions of AR o50-50 
(noTf AR 825~20) to the aaiae exteitt as in those inventions made prior to 
that date, i^xcept for the two lilghly classified inveatloits opoa idJ.ch 
patent applications were not filed. It is possible that t'ne investigation 
might show that, as to certain of the Friedsuan inventions in ques-tion, 
assignaant of the entire right, title and interest in the inventions 
Simula be obtainable frois Friedman upon request by the Ciiief Signal Officer. 
If obtained, such assignment would eliminate all basis for the daisage 
claim by Friedman due to soorecj' order restrictions (Public law 700), 
insofar as the particular inventions so assi^ed are concerned. 

c. In connection with sub-paragraph 10(a) of the letter of 

5 July 1951, there hbould be furnished a complete stat«sent of Mr. Friedman's 
railitar/ (active duty) service and federal government civilian service, 
the military and civilian grades and x»sitions (s-tate full tlste or part 
time) iield by him, h3-s duties and salar;>' in each such position, the date 
of his iBilitary retireraent for disability and the pension per annua received 
by hia since its award, 

d. It is rwiuested that your report include your vxews as to 
whe-fcber Mr. Friednan lias any valid claia for damage' under Public Law 700, 
and the r^scms therefor. 

6. This laatter is of some urgency sspecially in view of tte early- 
reconvening of Congress on B- January 1952, Interim replies la-?© bwssi 
la^e to the letters to the Secretary of tiie Army referred to in paragraj^ 1

A BILL 

For the relief of William F. Friedman. 

2 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represenfa- 

2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembly, 

3 That the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized and directed 

4 to pay, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 

5 appropriated, to WiUiam F. Friedman, the sum of $100,0©0, 
0 in fuU settlement for all rights with respect to his inventions 
7 in connection with military, naval, and air communications 
3 facilities, which are now or at any time have been placed 
9 in secrecy status by the War Department, the Department 

10 of the Army, or the Department of Defense, including but 

11 not limited to all rights with respect to his inventions cov- 
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1 ered by Patent Number 2,395,863, and by patent appli- 

2 cation serials 682,096, 107,244, 70,412, 443,320, 478,193, 

3 and 549,086 and with respect to all inventions for which 

4 patent applications have been withheld by the War Depart- 

5 ment, the Department of the Army, or the Department of 

6 Defense in order to preserve secrecy: Provided, That no 

7 part: of the' amount appropriated in this Act in excess of 10 

8 per centum thereof shall be paid or delivered to or received 

9 by any agent or attorney on account of services rendered 
in connection with this claim, and the same shall be unlawful, 

11 any contract to the contrary notwithstanding. Any person 

violating the provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty
